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Man takes 4 hostages 
at Antipch-area tavern, 
opens fire on deputies

ANTIOCH -The atmosphere at the 
Bridge-Port Inn was calm and pictur- 
esque after a shootout claimed a 
Wisconsin man's life. 

Sitting next to the Fox River at 42411 
N. Converse Road, the bar was clean and 
empty inside, and the view through the 
windows showed snow falling gently 
into still waters surrounded by white. 

The tavern does not seenv to be the 
place where an incident like the one that 
happened last week could occur. 

Robert Norden, 56, .of Trevor, Wis.,: 
died from two gunshot wounds to the left : 
side of his chest after he fired at Lake 
Countysheriff's deputies on Wednesday, 
Jan.'lO. 

• Lake Gounty Coroner Richard Keller 
said that Norden had a blood-alcohol 
content of 0.21G when he died.

Undersheriff Charles Fagan said that 
Norden arrived at 1 p.m. at the Bridge- 
Port Inn, where he began drinking. 

Norden argued with the bartender, 
Fagan said, about being given dirty beer. 
She offered to replace the beer repeated- 
ly, but each time she did so Norden grew 
angrier, throwing a glass mug at the bar- 
tender's chest, Fagan said. 

Norden left the bar after being told to 
leave, but came back later with a 
revolver. That's when the bartender 
called the police, at 4:36 p.m., Fagan said. 

Norden called authorities and said he 
had six. hostages in the bar's cooler but 
did -not want to hurt them. Fagan said 
officials later found out there were four 
people inside, two men and two women, 
including the bartender. 

Seven sheriff's deputies responded to 
the scene, and told Norden to come out of 
the building. The suspect did, but began 
firing at the officers. 

Three deputies fired back, Fagan 
said, firing 12 rounds, with two hitting 
their mark. Norden was pronounced 
dead at the scene at 7:15 p.m. 

"Everyone who had an eyeball on this 
said the offender was the first one to fire 
on the deputies," Fagan said.

LINDENHURST - The con-

Lahr, running for mayor, 
trustee candidates Patrick 
Dunham, Dominic Marturano, 
arid Renee Metzelaar.and clerk 
hopeful Patty Chybowski. 

All five have lived in the vil- 
lage for at least 8 years, and all 
have long resumes of commu- 
nity involvement. 

Susan Lahr, who is vice 
president of sales at Cardinal 
Health, said she and her run- 
ning mates watched the Village

Green tax district frenzy "with 
dismay. 

"We just thought there's got 
to be a better way," Lahr said. 

The local slate even has 
local campaign managers, 
Lindenhurst residents Brenda 
Balin and David Hartwig. 

"If it wasn't for the TIF, they 
wouldn't be running;" Hartwig 
said, although the slate's cam- 
paign won't be focused on one 
issue. "They believe there has 
to be a much better way to work 
the process." 

And that includes opening 
wider the lines of communica- 
tion, Lahr said. 

Simple things can make a 
big difference, she said, such as 
giving residents ample notice 
for public meetings, more time 
fox Comments during these 
meetings, surveys to determine 
what people really want, and 
more, she said. 

Lahr said that she was frus- 
trated bv the current board's 



policy of limiting public com- 
ments to three minutes. 

"Three minutes isn't an open 
dialogue," slie said. "You can't 
have a back and forth in that 
type of forum." 

The slate also advocates 
linking Lindenhurst with its 
neighbors. 

■ "There's a feeling thnt there 
isn't a community-based focus," 
Lahr said. "A lot of what each 
of us does affects the other." 

One example of this mode of 
thought on the current board is 
when Mayor James Betustak 
stated in the past that the 
Village Green project is a 
Lindenhurst-only issue, Lahr 
said. 

And even though trustees 
recently announced a tax dis- 
trict won't be used to fund the 
Village Green, Lahr said that 
decision hasn't taken the wind 
out of the party's sails. 

Fiscal responsibility, or 
"true financial diligence/' as 
Lahr called it, is also a party 
focus, as well as keeping the 
campaign positive. 

"They do' not want a nega- 
tive campaign," Hartwig said.

WAUKEGAN - Vista Health 
System announced plans Friday to 
open a "standby emergency depart- 
ment/24-hour urgent care" center 
at its west campus, located at 2615 
Washington St., in Waukegan. 

The site, formerly known as St. 
Therese Medical Center, is one of 
Vista's two locations. Vista East, lo- 
cated at 1324 N. Sheridan Road, in 
Waukegan is a level II trauma cen- 
ter that expanded its emergency 
room last summer. 

Despite the larger emergency de- 
partment at the east campus, 
Waukegan residents and city offi- 
cials have still complained about 
long wait times there. 

Vista Health System President 
and CEO Barbara Martin said in a 
written statement that the urgent 
care center, which is scheduled to 
open in late February, would "alle- 
viate some of the wait time issues 
at our Vista Medical Center East 
site." 

During an interview, Martin 
said the urgent care center "would 
provide a better option for patients 
in Waukegan," who have less press- 
ing needs than the severe cases that

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Moderate Parly 
hosts first meeting

LINDENHURST - The 2008 
election might seem far away to 
many voters, but politicians are 
already gearing up for it. 

And that includes Illinois' 
new Moderate Party, which did 
not win a seat in Congress but 
did gain state recognition with 
more than 5 percent of the 
November vote in. the 8th 
Congressional District. 

Moderate Party members met 
Jan. 9 at the Fremont Public 
Library, in Mundelein, to elect of- 
ficers, create bylaws and set a 
fast-paced strategy. 

"We're definitely building on 
the small success of 2006," said 
party founder Bill Scheurer; who 
ran as a Moderate Party candi- 
date in the 8th District against 
incumbent Democrat Melissa 
Bean, who won re-election, and 
Republican challenger David 
McSweeney 

Scheurer, of Lindenhurst, 
said one of the party's biggest 
concerns is making itself more 
well-known. 

But- with only one official 
meeting behind them, the party 
is still exploring options to solve 
that issue, Scheurer said. 

Really, the party hasn't had 
enough time to figure out many 
issues, said member* Pam 
Pedersen, of Wauconda. 

"It's in its infancy," she said. 
"We're in the beginning stages of 
how we want to proceed." 

First on the party's list is find- 
ing candidates. Petitions begin 
in September, and Scheurer said 



the party will only support can- 
didates for federal office. But 
members welcome all to partici- 
pate, whether Democrat or 
Republican, he said. 

Specific bylaws will be voted 
upon this week, Scheurer said, 
but the Moderate Party's scope is 
narrowed down to two issues. 

One of these is something 
that Scheurer based his 
November campaign upon - 
peaceful security, or in the 
party's words, disarming the 
country's enemies using means 
other than war. 

According to the Moderate 
Party's Web site, this includes 
building defenses to discourage 
attacks, and using diplomacy 
based on respect and basic de- 
cency to solve problems. 

The other platform issue is 
open democracy. Scheurer said 
the party advocates instant 
runoff voting, which puts the 
candidate with the most votes in 
the winning position. The party 
also supports equal ballot access, 
sunshine laws, and de-emphasiz- 
ing special interest groups. 

As for Scheurer's own politi- 
cal future, he could be a candi- 
date again. Scheurer said he 
might run as a Republican in the 
March 2008 primaries, and his 
wife, Randi, is thinking of run- 
ning as a Democrat.

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Moderate Party 
hosts first meeting

LINDENHURST - The 2008 
election might seem far away to 
many voters, but politicians are 
already gearing up for it. 

And that includes Illinois' 
new Moderate Party, which did 
not win a seat in Congress but 
did gain state recognition with 
more than 5 percent of the 
November vote in. the 8th 
Congressional District. 

Moderate Party members met 
Jan. 9 at the Fremont Public 
Library, in Mundelein, to elect of- 
ficers, create bylaws and set a 
fast-paced strategy. 

"We're definitely building on 
the small success of 2006," said 
party founder Bill Scheurer, who 
ran as a Moderate Party candi- 
date in the 8th District against 
incumbent Democrat Melissa 
Bean, who won re-election, and 
Republican challenger David 
McSweeney. 

Scheurer, of Lindenhurst, 
said one of the party's biggest 
concerns is making itself more 
well-known. 

But- with only one official 
meeting behind them, the party 
is still exploring options to solve 
that issue, Scheurer said. 

Really, the party hasn't had 
enough time to figure out many 
issues, said member 1 Pam 
Pedersen, of Wauconda. 

"It's in its infancy," she said. 
"We're in the beginning stages of 
how we want to proceed." 

First on the party's list is find- 
ing candidates. Petitions begin 
. in September, and Scheurer said 



the party will only support can- 
didates for federal office. But 
members welcome all to partici- 
pate, whether Democrat or 
Republican, he said. 

Specific bylaws will be voted 
upon this week, Scheurer said, 
but the Moderate Party's scope is 
narrowed down to two issues. 

One of these is something 
that Scheurer based his 
November campaign upon - 
peaceful security, or in the 
party's words, disarming the 
country's enemies using means 
other than war. 

According to the Moderate 
Party's Web site, this includes 
building defenses to discourage 
attacks, and using diplomacy 
based on respect and basic de- 
cency to solve problems. 

The other platform issue is 
open -democracy. Scheurer said 
the party advocates instant 
runoff voting, which puts the 
candidate with the most votes in 
the winning position. The party 
also supports equal ballot access, 
sunshine laws, and de-emphasiz- 
ing special interest groups. 

As for Scheurer's own politi- 
cal future, he could be a candi- 
date again. Scheurer said he 
might run as a Republican in the 
March 2008 primaries, and his 
wife, Randi, is thinking of run- 
ning as a Democrat.

a 300,000-square-foot hospital 
in Round Lake, less than 10 
miles from Vista's site.

The citizens of this area 
will have a chance to be in- 
volved in the decision-making 
as the Illinois Health Facilities 
Planning Board sorts but the 
two proposals, during hear- 
ings and deliberations that 
probably will take place this 
summer. Details of how and 
when you can get involved in 
the process will be forthcom- 
ing. 

Consumers will no doubt 
benefit from this healthy com- 
petition. 

May the better plan win.

Public fires back against Coast Guard 
plan for live-fire zones in Great Lakes 



It was late last summer when 
I read for the first time that the 
U. S. Coast Guard was planning 
to have live machine-gun fire " 
practices from its boats at 34 
permanent "fire-zones" on Lake 
Michigan. My first reaction mir- 
rored the oft-repeated refrain 
used by Gov. Rod Blagojevich 
during his political campaign ... 
"Just what were they thinking?" 

I was unaware that, for about 
seven or so months before, the 
Coast Guard was having such 
live-fire practices in what it 
called temporary fire zones. 
Evidently, because it is now 
under the Department of 
Homeland Security, the Coast 
Guard wasn't required to have 
public hearings or submit envi- 
ronmental impact statements 
on its target practice plans. 

The Coast Guard's announce- 
ment in August was in the form 
of a small notice in the Federal 
Registry submitting rules set- 
ting aside 34 live-fire zones in -',. 
the Great Lakes, 14 of which 



would be on Lake Michigan. 
One would stretch just north of 
the Highland Park shore and ex- 
tend north past Lake Forest, 
Lake Bluff, Great Lakes' Naval 
Training 
Center, North 
Chicago and 
toward the - 
Waukegan 
Harbor. 

The public 
notice, the 
first time 
that many 
learned of 
the gunnery 
practices, 
created a hys- ~^~^~^^~ 
teria among 

fishermen, boaters, ferry opera- 
tors, recreational interests, en: . , 
vironmentalists, public officials 
. and others. They Were incensed 
that the public notice called for 
written comment which had to - 
be filed aquick 30 days after the 
notice appeared in the register. 
Objectors had ho public hearing 
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to voice their concerns. : 

One voice that the Coast 
Guard couldn't neglect was com- 
ing from members of Congress, 
including U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin, 
p'-Dl. He urged that the written 
comment period be extended 
and that public hearings take 
place along all of the Great 
Lakes. 

The Coast Guard back- 
tracked and nine public hear- 
ings took place. It was unpre- . i 
- pared for the "live-fire on-, 
slaught" of criticism against its 
"live-fire plans." 

One of the public hearings 
took place in Waukegan at the 
Genesee Theater. 

As happened at the other • 
hearings, most who testified ex- 
pressed their concerns about i 
the safety of those who work or j 
recreate on the Great Lakes. By 
"the wayi recreational fishing 
alone is a $4.5 billion industry 
. on the Great Lakes.

Waukegan facility receives money for improvements 



. Gov. Rod Blagojevich recently 
awarded $1,076,000 to upgrade the electri- 
cal system at the Ann M. Kiley 
Developmental- Center, in Waukegan, a 
project meant to protect the state's in- 
vestment in the facility and improve the 
safety of residents and staff. '- 

"Persons with disabilities who reside 
in our state-operated facilities, and those 
who care for those residents, deserve a 
safe and secure environment," 
Blagojevich said. "This project will make 
the Kiley Developmental Center a better 
place to live and work." 
, The money will fund a project to add 
emergency lighting in all buildings and 
install a new utility substation. , 

The work will improve utility service 
throughout the facility and make the 
buildings safer during an emergency. 

The project will be overseen by the 
capital development board, which man- 
ages allstate-funded construction, repair 
and rehabilitation projects. 

The project designer will be selected 
in February, with bids for construction, 
taken once the design is complete. 

"I want to thank the governor for rec- 
ognizing the magnitude of these funds in 
providing for needed building upgrades 
at the Kiley Developmental Center," State 
Sen. Terry Link,- D-Waukegan, said. 
"These important dollars will allow us to 
maintain the top-notch standards, which 



we, and the families whose loved ones are 
served by Kiley, expect." 

State Rep. Eddie ■ Washington, D- 
Waukegan, also said the funds would 
help the facility. 

"I can never thank the governor 
enough for sharing and caring about the 
needs of the Ann M. Kiley Center," he 
said. "It is one of my priorities and al- 
ways will be." ' 

The Ann M. Kiley Developmental 
Center is a residential facility serving 
243 people with developmental disabili- 
ties who have "severe medical needs. 

It is administered by the Illinois 
Department of Human Services. 

No parking

"It's back to .business as usual," Moss 
said, as he stormed back to his seat. 

Temp chief 

- Island Lake Mayor Tom Hyde an- 
nounced on Jan. 11 that Police Chief 
John Fellmann would be interim chief, 
pending a resolution of differences that 
the Village Board has expressed with the 
chief. " 

The action dates back to Jan. 5, the 
day after Fellmann's contract expired. 

"This is to make sure that everything 
is in place and we work as a team and 
make the right decision," Hyde said after 
the announcement.

Hyde was not at the special emer- 
gency meeting on Jan. 6, nor, was 
Fellmann. 

Hyde said that he did not agree with 
the board's decision, but would have to 
learn the details. 

"I am 100 percent in support of 
Fellmann," Hyde said. "He has done an 
awful lot of good things to increase the 
professionalism ;and meet the needs of 
residents.

. To his credit, Li. Governor 
Pat Quinn called for an inde- 
pendent environmental study of 
the impact of the live-fire exer- 
cises.

New law deters fraud 

To the Editor: 

I would like to thank our Lake 
County legislators for partnering 
with the Lake County recorder's 
office and passing new legisla- 
tion that will help fight mortgage 
fraud. Mortgage fraud is a grow- 
ing problem with disastrous con- 
sequences for homeowners and 
financial institutions. 

Effective Jan. 1, a new law re- 
quired that all signatures on 
property deeds be notarized as a 
safeguard against real estate 
fraud. Notarization means that a 
third party, authorized by the 
state, must attest to the authen- 
ticity of the signatures." 

This new law gives the 
recorder's office the authority to 
double check signatures when 
folks transfer property. The goal 
is to protect the homeowner and 
stop the bad guys from forging 
signatures on a deed. 



Surveillance cameras have also 
been installed in the office to 
deter'criminals who usually at- 
tempt these transactions in per- 
son. 

My office also has taken addi- 
tional steps to prevent fraud by 
sending postcards to homeown- 
ers when a common form, known 
as a Quit Claim deed, has been 
used to transfer the title of their 
home. This immediately alerts 
the homeowner that a change in 
ownership has occurred. 

As the keeper of the property 
records for all of Lake County, 
please know that we work hard 
to protect your interests. I would 
encourage anyone with a ques- 
tion or concern to contact my of- 
fice directly at(847) 377-2575.

February 
American Heart Month and 
year : round, doctors are urging 
people to learn how to recognize 
and manage their risk of heart 
disease. According toj^ihe 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), more than 
910,000 Americans die of cardio- 
vascular diseases every year, 
equivalent to one death every 35 
seconds. Contrary to popular be- 
lief, it does hot just affect people 
over 65 — it is also on the rise in 
people ages 15 to 34. 

Because heart disease en- 
compasses several heart-related 
ailments, the actual symptoms 
can vary widely. It is important 
to recognize symptoms such as 
feeling tired all the time, short- 
ness of breath; having a persist- 
ent cough or wheezing, and in- 
creased heart rate even when 
sitting still. These can all be pos- 
sible indications of different 
forms of heart disease." 

Cholesterol is one major risk 
factor for the disease; so know- 
ing your cholesterol level is im- 
portant. A simple blood test can 
determine your level of HDL 
(the "good" cholesterol) and LDL 
(the "bad" cholesterol). If your 



bad cholesterol is high, your 
physician might recommend 
diet, exercise, or other treat- 
ment. Exercise, particularly 
aerobic exercises like biking,' 
running, swimming or brisk 
walking, can increase the good 
cholesterol . in- the ■ blood while 
also lowering the bad variety. 

High blood pressure (also 
called hypertension), a condi- 
tion that affects 1 in 4 
Americans, can also increase 
the risk of heart disease. 
According to the American 
Heart Association, hyperten- 
sion occurs when the systolic^ 
pressure (the blood pressure in 
the artery when the heart con- 
tracts) is 140 and above and the 
diastolic pressure (the pressure 
in the artery when the heart is 
at rest) is 90 and above. At this 
stage, your doctor may advise 
you to make some lifestyle 
changes, including limiting salt 
and fat in your diet, exercising, 
losing extra pounds, riot smok- 
ing, and not drinking heavily. If 
these changes do not bring your 
blood pressure down enough, 
you and your doctor candiscuss 
additional alternatives such as 
medication.

Zakee Darr, brother-in-law of 
Saffiyya, organized and moder- 
ated "Community Response to 
Violence." The town hall meeting 
featured a panel of five commu- 
nity leaders: Hameeda Carr, a 
senior therapist with Child and 
Adolescent Behavioral Services 
at the Lake County Health 
Department, Anthony Brown, 
CeaseFire violence interrupter, 
Cheri Ditzig, Zion Township 
Supervisor, and Alan and 
Shantal Taylor. 

The Taylors head the 
Shepherd's Crossing Neighbor- 
hood Watch committee and Alan 
works as a Deacon at Trinity 
Christian Center as well as assis- 
tant ministry coordinator with 
Love INC (In . the Name . of 
Christ). 

After the shooting Dec. 1, po- 
lice-reports indicated that the in- 
cident was prompted by. the boy 
breaking into the Darr's Zion 
home.

Law enforcement lingo 

Clay Price, cousin of the de- 
ceased, pointed out* that gangs 
often have little to do with trou- 
bled kids' missteps. 

Indeed, the panel and resi- 
dents agreed upon the need to ad- 
dress conditions that set the 
stage for truancy, violence and 
other misbehaviors' regardless of 
the nature or existence of the ac- 
tors' gang affiliations: absent par- 
ents, inadequate or misdirected 
community resources, free time 
unoccupied by pro-social activi- 
ties and other factors. 

But according to Round Lake 
Park-Hainesville Chief of Police 
George Filenko, the distinction is 
. "extremely important." 

"If we identify something as a 
gang issue, it's really key, espe- 
cially in a fluid gang environ- 
ment," Filenko said. "If you have" 
a major violent incident in this 
area, chances are, if there's retal- 
iation, it's probably going to 
occur in one of our towns." 

As far. as youth delinquency 
goes, Filenko explained, police 
hope to find out whether gang af- 
filiation exists. 

Filenko, 50, said his depart- 
ment has tweaked its methods 
during the past decade, to deal 
with changes in crime and gangs, 
which are are now more, tran- 
sient; and cues of identification

more subdued. But according to 
Filenko, the department lacks a 
method for analyzing whether 
their strategies work. The same 
is true in Grayslake and 
Waukegan, according to Grays- 
lake Police Cmdr. . Matt Mc- 
Cutcheon, and Waukegan Gang 
Task Force Unit Sgt. Joseph 
Kreppein. 

In the Hainesville area, 
Filenko said, officers encounter 
kids, not hard-core criminals, 
when it comes to gang activity. 

"They don't have any other 
way to channel their free time, 
and there's a big difference 
there," he said. "In your organ- 
ized crime street gangs, [they are] 
initiating drug . transactions, 
that's a profit making venture. 
These are borderline at-risk kids 
without alternatives." ; 

Psychological perspective 

Filenko cited , peer pressure, 
low self-esteem, and non-accept- 
ance in social settings as factors 
•that prompt kids to join gangs.

Carr, 54, said that in her -26 
years in the mental health field 
she has found law enforcement 
officials mixed in how frequently 
they seek mental health profes- 
sionals' input or explore alterna- 
tives for young offenders. 

"A lot of these kids are very- 
depressed," she said. "If they 
have distorted thinking, they will 
make distorted choices." 

Characteristics" linked to de- 
pression, Carr explained, also 
can prompt misbehavior: poor 
decision-making skills, lack of 
social boundaries, and an inabil- 
ity to manage impulses. 

Their behavioral issues can 
cause teachers to label them as 
troublemakers . in school, Carr 
said. When, repeated- incidents 
and suspensions do not result in 
expulsion, the^chiid's^own nega- 
tive associations with school re- 
sult in truancy, -which increases 
risk for drop-out, and slashes fu- 
ture earning potential. 

Carr also looked to the home's 
impact on development. 



Alan Taylor, panelist, deacon and 
parent, said keeping kids on track de- 
pends upon parenting and open lines 
of communication with children. 

An Urban Institute report on at-risk ; 
youth pointed to parental involve- 
ment with community and school 
programs as key to curbing violence. ; 

The report explained that limita- 
tions on time and money, concerns 
about blame for children's behavior or 
school performance, and other. com- 
plications led to parents' reluctance 
to take part in community programs 
that target troubled youths. 

"Sub-populations of kids are 
being raised by grandparents and 
other relatives or are in the foster 
care system," she said. "So during 
those early ages when. they're 
supposed to be learning about so- ' 
cietal values ... they haven't been 
given enough support or struc- 
ture to.help them make the right 
decision." 

Based : on self-reports, Carr 
said, roughly 10 percent of chil- 
dren counseled by the depart- 
ment said they are affiliated with 
a gang, but more "want to be."

It is dark, sweet and loved by the 
masses. Many people around the world 
crave its intoxicating aroma, and the taste 
of it can lead to mouthwatering delight. 
" So what is this tasty treat? It's choco- 
late. And the Long Grove Confectionary 
Co. in Buffalo Grove gives chocolate 
lovers a chance to get a behind-the-scenes 
look at how their favorite indulgence is 
made through a tour of the confec- 
tionary's factory. 

The tour 

Lake Villa resident Alicia Costa came 
to experience the tour with her daughter, 
Gina, and her niece, Kristie Ball. All three 
were enjoying their first visit. to the con- 
fectionary. . 

"My niece came in from Pittsburgh, 
and we were looking for things to do," 
Alicia said. 

When first entering the confectionary, 
tour-goers like Alicia and her family are 
greeted by a 9-foot, 2,500 pound, solid 
chocolate Statue of Liberty that stands 
behind a glass case. 

Tour coordinator Monica Anaya said 
the statue was made in 2002 by Jan 
Wakulinski in remembrance of the tragic 
events of Sept 11, 2001. Wakulinski has 
been a chocolate designer at the confec- 
tionary about 20 years and also is an 
artist, Anaya said. 

In another room, a 5-foot Santa Claus 
behind a glass case smiles at guests. 

"We had a little boy who took a bite out 
of Santa," Anaya said with a laugh. "So 
they made a new one and put a case 
around it" 

She then explained that chocolate be- 
gins as beans in a pod that grows on the 
cacao tree, which is found near the equa- 
tor. 

After a brief video about the history of 
the confectionary, Anaya leads people 
into a long, narrow hallway permeated 
with the smell of chocolate and lined with 
glass windows. These windows allow visi- 
tors to see into, the factory where the 
chocolate is made. 

The tour continues down the hall, with 
Anaya and several videos explaining the 
basic steps of the chocolate-making 
process.

.ally does guest shots as dying 
fathers in British TV dramas, 
but mostly he rumbles around 
London with his oldest friend, 
Ian (Leslie Phillips), grousing 
wistfully about becoming aged 
and infirm. 

Ian, a hypochondriac, be- 
lieves he needs a live-in care- 
giver and awaits the arrival of 
a young relative from the north 
to look after him. He is horri- 
fied that Jessie (Jodie 
Whitaker) is a surly teenager 
who cannot cook or clean. The 
only abilities she demonstrates 
are sulking and watching tele- 
vision. 

Maurice takes one look at 
Jessie, ensconced on the sofa in 
her pink tracksuit, and is smit- 
ten.

"Lassie" failed to gain Oscar 
buzz). 

Whitaker, a screen new- 
comer with a rubbery North 
England accent, conveys her 
character arc through the 
transformation of her eyes • 
from glassy to soulful. A slate 
of background songs from ris- 
ing British R&B singer Corinne 
Bailey Rae reminds us that 
"Venus" is as much Jessie's 
story as Maurice's. 

"Venus" is the type of comic 
drama that the British do best. 
It is poignant without dwelling 
. on its poignancy. Any charac- 
ter-driven film relies heavily on 
its actors, and everyone in 
"Venus" gives a delightful per- 
formance. Even so, "Venus" 
might be easily forgotten, ex- 
cept for the possibility that it 
might be the capstone for 
O'Toole's marvelous career.

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Is it a 'rash -inal fear? 



Question: My 15-month-old 
son is allergic to polyester 
sleepers, but not so much actual 
. clothing. Why is that? Is it be- 
cause the inside/liner, of the 
sleepers is scratchier? (I took 
him to the emergency room a 
couple of weeks ago, he broke 
out so bad! Like welts [appeared 
on] 60 percent of his body. It is 
better now. We have eliminated 
polyester sleepers).

Answer: Two of my children 
regularly develop rashes. 

Perhaps it's the clothing 
they wear, or the food they eat, 
or maybe just dry skin. 

I'm told not to worry too 
much about it, unless it gets 
worse. 

But like anything, you can't 
cure by simply being a mom, 
it's frustrating when rashes pop 
up for some unknown reason. 

You want to know exactly 
why so you can prevent it from 
happening in the future. If only 
it were that simple. 

In answering the following 
question, I learned about-some" 
common misconceptions in- 
volving allergic reactions and 
rashes in children. 

Without knowing the 
specifics of your son's situa- 
tion, here's what one specialist 
had to say: 

Children can be allergic to 
certain fabrics, but it's fairly 
uncommbn, said Dr. Frederic 
Renold, director of Allergy and 
Immunology at Advocate 
Lutheran General Hospital in 
Park Ridge and a physician 
with Asthma and Allergy 



Association Ltd. (www.asthma- 
and-allergy.com), which has an 
Elgin office. 

Hives in children typically 
are viral, not an allergic reac- 
tion to fabric, Renold said. 

"Everybody thinks it's 
what's touching them, but hives 
aren't usually caused by what's 
touching them," he said. "Yes, 
you can get allergies to fabric, 
but it's usually later in life." 
Still, fab-

Clothing especially irritates the 
skin at pressure points, such as' 
where the elastic hits the hands 
and feet, he said. 

Strenuous activity and cold 
or hot water also can enhance 
the hives, he explained. 

Of course, anytime your 
child develops hives, or even a 
rash for that matter, you should 
consult your pediatrician, he 
said. 

But there's a difference be- 
tween a child developing a 
minor rash and having an aller- 
gic reaction to something. 

Food and detergents, espe- 
cially scented detergents, can 
be skin irritants, but aren't 
likely the cause of allergies. 

Only 6 percent of children 
younger than 3, and less than 2 



percent of adults actually have 
food allergies, according to the 
US. Food and Drug 
Administration. This means 
they can experience extreme re- 
actions to certain foods, such as 
hives, a temperature, shortness 
of breath and even death. 

About 20 percent of children 
have an intolerance to food that 
they likely will outgrow, Renold 
said. 

It's difficult to determine the 
exact intolerance unless your, 
child undergoes a skin test, he 
said. The most common culprits 
are milk, peanuts, soy, fish/eggs 
and wheat. 

"A quick test can clear up a 
lot of things for parents," 
Renold said. "It doesn't hurt. It 
itches. There are no needles. 
After 20 minutes, you can tell . 
the parents your child should , 
avoid this or he doesn't have to 
worry about this food." 

That said, what are the most 
common cause of rashes, espe- 
cially in this area? 

"Ninety percent "of the time, 
particularly in the winter, it's' 
just dry skin," Renold said. 
"People are not moisturizing 
their skin enough. Kids have 
sensitive skin, and they have a 
tendency to have rashes."

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- Shoveling snow can be hard 
work. ; It can cause muscle 
strains and back injuries, espe- 
cially if oners relatively inactive 
and out of shape, or does not lift 
properly 

It also can put' severe, stress 
on the heart. For some, shovel- 
ing snowimight.even result in a 
heart attack. * 

Here are a few tips to avoid in- 
juries from shoveling snow: 

• Before 'starting to shovel, 
move and stretch. muscles to 
warm them. 

• Do riot shovel right after eat- 
ing/or while smoking. 



• Use a shovel with a handle 
long enough to keep the back as 
straight as possible when lifting. 
An ergonomic shovel with a bent . 
handle is better than one with a 
straight handle. A plastic shovel 
is lighter than a metal one and 
creates less strain on the back. 

• Take it slow. Shoveling can 
raise heart rate and blood pres- 

. sure dramatically. 

• Push the snow whenever 
possible, rather than lifting it. 

">, Lift smaller loads of snow 
Do not overload the shovel. 

• Lift with the legs bent, and 
keep the back as straight as pos- 



sible to lift with the legs. 

• Step in the direction the 
snow is being thrown. This will 
help to avoid twisting the lower 
back. " • 

• Take frequent breaks. To re- 
verse the excessive bending and 
extending of the back, stand 
straight and walk around. Place 
hands toward the back of the 
hips, and bend backward 
slightly for several seconds.

Although there is.no,authen- 
tic list of ingredients, Italian 
cooks say it is possible to tell 
where a minestrone was made 
by what it contains. 

A bowl of minestrone gener- 
ally contains carrots, onion, cel- 
ery and beans. But if the soup 
(or zuppa) was prepared in the 
northern part" of the country, 
there also will be rice. 

Along the Riviera, mine- 
strones are seasoned with fresh 
herbs, and in southern Italy, 
they are made with tomatoes, 
garlic and pasta. Ligurian cooks 
on the Gulf of Genoa, where 
fresh basil is plentiful, use lots 
of . vegetables in their mine- 
strones and garnish them with 
pesto. -. 

The word minestrone refers 
to a large or rich minestra, 
which describes a thick soup. 
According. to : culinary histori- 
ans, ships in the port of Genoa . 
once acted as floating soup 
kitchens and served minestrone 
to sailors, who anchored along- 
side in small boats. 

We had no specific region in 
mind when we made our version 
of minestrone,but we wanted it ' 
filled with vegetables and yet . 
still be a soup. When we read 
about minestrories, we learned 
there is a technique to prepar- 
ing them; and that they 'are not 
for cooks in a hurry. 
. When making minestrone, 
there is a lovely sequence and • 
rhythm to tye (process. The veg- 
etables are" gradually added to 
the pot;- while some are being 
prepared, others are sautSUig. 
Italian cookbook writer and 
teacher Marcella Hazan said, 
this produces a better soup. , 

Another thing that helps, the ' 
flavor is a long cooking time. 
Italians cook their minestrones 
for hours: At the very least, the 
soup should simmer-; 1. hour/ 
preferably 2 hours. However, the 
cooking can be done in stages;' 
We served some of 'our mine- 
strone after 1 hour on the stove, 
>eMgerated the; rest overnight 
arid simmered it again the next ' 
day A- 

After the second ' round of 
servings, we froze the leftovers, 
Mmestronejs very 
accommodating; And for; busy 
cooks- it is probably perfect."

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Resident offers advice about snowblowers 



Midwest c&n be filled 
with snow, which means 
winter safety is critical

TREVOR, Wis. - So far, the winter sea- 
son has not been too wintry, but a few 
snow-filled days have come to Lake 
County 

The Chicago area has endured just one 
day of heavy snowfall. During the first 
week of December, gray skies dumped 
more than a foot of snow on the city and 
suburbs. . 

It is, however, the Midwest. And a bliz- 
zard could come' tomorrow. 

So, Antioch resident Chris Huber, who 
owns C;J. Equipment Service" in Trevor, 
Wis., recently offered advice about snow- 
blowers, which he fixes, along with trac- 
tors and other machinery . 

Huber stores equipment he repairs in a 
warehouse in Trevor, but mostly operates 
out of his truck, driving to people's homes 
to fix snowblowers and other equipment. 

This year marks the 10th anniversary 
for Ruber's business. 

.The most important thing to remember 
about snowblowers, Huber said, is that 
they come in two types: stage one and 
stage two. 

A stage one snowblower pulls snow in 
through the auger, or main opening, and 
then shoots it out. 

Stage one snowblowers are usually 
used for driveways as long as 65 feet, or for 
small amounts of snow, Huber said. 

Stage two snowblowers pull snow in 
! through the auger, then through a fan, and 
[then the snow is sprayed out the tunnel. 
[These machines are made for large drive-" 
'ways, Huber said, and layers of snow that 
are at least 8 inches thick. 

Each type has its pros and cons, Huber 
said. For example, the stage one snow-

blower must be pushed and cannot handle 
large amounts of snow, but it has a rubber 
pad that scrapes the pavement, clearing 
driveways more thoroughly 

Stage two snowblowers do not have this 
rubber pad, but they are self-propelled, 
making them easier to maneuver, Huber 
said. 

When using snow blowers, vital safety 
tips must .be kept in mind, Huber added. 
For example, if ice brother materials get" 



stuck in the snow shooter, people should 
never reach in with their hands to remove 
the object. 

"If s a great way to have a horrible acci- 
dent," Huber said. "It's amazing how many 
people get hurt doing that." 

People who do use their hands often 
wind up; with fewer fingers, Huber ex- 
plained. Wearing clothing that dangles, 
such as scarves, also is dangerous because 
fabric, could get caught in the snow 



shooter. 

Huber recommended getting machines 
that have an extra handle that must be 
pulled up to turn the snowblower on. 

If something clogs the snowblower, the 
machine first needs to be shut off, Huber 
said. A long broomstick can be used to dis- 
lodge the blockage, 

People also should be wary of using 
snowblowers on gravel driveways, Huber 
said.
